He was my best pal. We had 
many good times together. We 
played together, we swam to¬ 
gether. We had many small 
arguments, but they were not 
real arguments, because we 
were always good friends. He 
was in first year of High School 
this year (Class UC), and I am 
in Grade 8. Last year he was 
in Grade Right and I was in 
Grade 7. 

Two days before he came 
back to school after the holi¬ 
days, a dog bit him while he 
was riding his bicycle. A week 
ago Iasi Sunday they look him to the hospital, and he never came 
back. I miss him very much, and the other boys miss him too, 
especially Martin Mogge, Bill Shore and Don Sharon. We both 
started the year on the First Flat. We had planned with the Flat 
Master to room together beginning October the 15th. His birthday 
was September the 25th, while he was in the hospital. His 
father brought him many presents, and put them in his room 
on the flat, but he never saw the presents. He was fourteen 
years old. 

The night before he died, when he could still talk a little. 
Father Girard, our Flat Master, asked him who his best friend 
was in the school and he mentioned my name, and when Father 
told me this I felt very glad, but all that I could think of was 
that he would recover and come back. Last Saturday, when they 
told us that he was dead, l could hardly believe it. We all felt 
very bad. And now that he is dead, I am still going to be his 
best friend and pray for the repose of his soul.

Book Review 


By L. R. Bortolotti 

In the book Dress Rehearsal, Quenton 
Reynolds gives a eyewitness account 
oi the attack oi Dteppe, when he was 
invited to breakfast by Major Jock 
Lawrence, aide to Lord Louis Mount- 
batten, he refused bluntly. But when 
he was ordered there with his war 
correspondent's uniform in his pack, 
he reacted like a racehorse at the 
barrier. This invitation resulted in one 
of the greatest scoops in his brilliant 
career. 

Not until he was cn shipboard, 
being introduced to Canadian General 
Roberts did he know that he was to be 
a eyewitness to the histone Dieppe 
Raid. With his great ability to trans¬ 
form a mathematically calculated mili¬ 
tary operation into vivid human drama, 
the battle of Dieppe, as recorded in 
these pages, becomes an unforgetable 
action picture. It is full of daring and 
heroism as well as adventure and grim 
tragedy. 

Mr. Reynolds proves in his book that 
the Dieppe raid was in every sense of 
the word, a dress rehearsal for the 
grand invasion of every Nazi Strong¬ 
hold. ft anticipated the North African 
campaign and established the pattern 
the ultimate invasion of the European 
continent. 

The planning, the complexities, the 
hazards and the chances oi success in 
crushing the Nazis in Europe make of 
Dresa Rehearsal a forecast of the things 
to come. . . . 

I would suggest “Private Bregers 
Wars” for lighter reading. It would 
interest the less intellectual fellows 
among us.

For those interested in biographies- 
the library has "Damien the Lopor," 
by John Farrow. ivery detail in the 
story is true, but it would seem un¬ 
believable to anyone who has not a 
strong religious fire burning in bis 
heart. Mr. Farrow contrasts the beau¬ 
tiful Hawaiian background of the earth 
and sea to the physical horrors on the 
Isle of Lepers 

Damien was tho youngest of a poor 
Belgian family. Ho made a success 
of everything he tried; ho was the 
local ice-skating champion. His 
father wanted him to bsoime a mer¬ 
chant, so he sent the boy to a com¬ 
mercial academy at Braino-le-comple. 
One night while praying to God to 
enlighten him on bis vocation, he 
decided to become a priest. This 1 
came as a great shock to his parents, 
who already had one son in the 
Seminary, but alter much persuasion 
they finally consented. 

Damien entered the same Seminary 
that his brother was in. While still 
in Minor Orden, he went as a Miauon- 
ary to the Pacific Isles, taking the 
place of his brother who was prevented 
from going due to a serious illness. 

Hearing lepers were being sent to 
the Island of Molokai, he wont to 
his Superior and asked if ho would 
allow him to go to start a mission on 
this island. Besides attending to the- 
spiritual needs oi the lepers, he man¬ 
aged. by the labours of his hands and;

SUFFERED MANY 
HARDSHIPS

Lost week Assumption College was 
honoured by the presence of Fr. Strang 
and Sisters Angela. Kenneth. Vianney 
and Sister Superior Julitta, just returned 
lrom China. 

Their Mission in China had been 
bombed three hundred times by Jap 
planes but they took it. and carried on 
in spite of the hardships. They could 
not leave the Mission as long as the 
people remained there, for they had 
!o care foT the Bick and wounded after 
the air raids, as they had no nurses 
or doctors. When the japs finally came, 
and all the people had evacuated, they 
received a telegram from the Apostolic 
Delegate telling them to flee, and not 
to be interned at any cost, as no wo¬ 
man was safe in their power. 

They began a three hundred mile 
journey In an old buck, which was 
carrying supplies for the underground 
forces. Once during their trek, on a 
very rough road, the truck tipped over, 
and Sister Julitta's wrist was broken. 
They splinted It with a piece of wood 
lrom the truck. When finally they 
reached Kengyang, they wore flown to 
India, where they took an American 
Army Transport to America. Once in 
America, they took a train to Canada 
and arrived at Windsor where ihoy 
spent a few days at Assumption Col¬ 
lege.

Thibault's porents New Orleans 
French people -came east, where ho 
went to college. Leaving college, Mr. 
Thibaul! appeared on such radio pro¬ 
grams as "Manhattan Merry-Go-Round", 
before leaving radio and devoting all 
his tim® to concert performances and 
a few guest appearances. 

Like many other great porlormers, 
Mr. Thlbaull has volunteered his ser¬ 
vices for overseas concerts ior service¬ 
men, and will loavo around December 
20th. He will return about January 15. 
This is the longest possible time that 
he could alloit for his tour,’ for this 
reason Mr. Thibault's case must be 
considered an extraordinary one. since 
Ihe offering of a performer’s services 
for such a short period is not usually 
accepted by the War Department. 

When we asked him for his opinion 
an the Bing Crosby-Frank Sinatra con¬ 
troversy, he said. "It Is Just like horse 
racing: it is a matter of opinion, and 
of the taste of each individual. Per-

sonally I prefoi Bing, because theie is 
more natural talent in his singing, and 
because ho was Ihe original crooner, 
and all the others are imitations.*’ We 
also asked why he left radio. To this 
he answered. "As a radio porformer. 
I had no chance to use my college 
education, since a radio singer needs 
none; proof: Mr. Sinatra.” 

It seemed that we had only been 
there about a minute, when we realised 
that we were taking up too much of 
his lime, and we began to ease up on 
our questioning. We shook hands and 
left, realising that we had spent a very 
pleasant visit with an exceptionally 
pleasant man.

EDDIE DOHERTY - ACE REPORTER 


Interview by Vincent Crowley 


I first saw Mr. Eddie Doherty, world 
famous reporter, in the Grand Ball 
Room of the Book Cadillac Hotel, before 
his recent lecture. I had been standing 
at the door# of the elevators, to make 
sure that 1 would not let him slip by 
me and get mingled with the people 
outside the Ball Room. I held a pro¬ 
gramme, and compared each person 
who left the elevators with the picture 
thereon of Mr. Doherty. After a half 
hour wait, 1 identified a tall, middle- 
aged man as the person for whom I 
was waiting. 

I stepped forward and Introduced 
myself We shook hands and he 
introduced me to his charming wile 
l was thero to ask aueshons, so 1 got 
to the point end asked Mr Doherty how 
he got into a journalistic career. He 
replied that at the age ot fifteen, be 
entered a monastery with the intention 
of becoming a priest; but a year later, 
one o! the monks told him that he 
would make a success as a newspaper 
man. and would lead a very interesting 
life Mr Doherty took this advice and 
went to Chicago, where he became a 


copy boy for the City Press Association. 
From this position, he received rapid 
promotions, and now is one of the 
world's moil famous reporters. I next 
asked him what he thought of a High 
School paper, as a training for a 
career in journalism. To this he re¬ 
sponded that he considered this one of 
the very few practical educations which 
modern schools have to ofler It is an 
education which takes into its scope, 
many different phases of our future 
life. It is therefore an education in 
itself which prepares students for 
almost any vocation in life. He said 
also that the young reporters gam a 
great deal of experience in meeting, 
and talking to oelebnhes. 

The next question dealt with a topic 
which has undergone a great deal of 
discussion recently. Will radio ever 
succeed newspapers as a source of 
news for the working people? “Ho/* 
replied the great newsman. He felt 
that newspapers are a sound investment 
in any man's language. He even cited 
instances where people at the scene

Once more the cold weather has set 
In but this year finds Assumption well 
prepared. Under the able supervision 
oi Mr. E. Delaney, a prominent heating 
engineer, tho elaborate hot air system, 
which was Installed in the school in 
1927 is now functioning properly. 

This particular unit, known as the 
"Uni-Vent Hot Air Systemwas the 
first of its kind to appear in Canada, 
and was a radical departure from 
accepted hoating methods It was 
successful, although many people had 
predicted that it would be otherwise. 
However, because of the destruction 
wrought by tho student body, upon 
various apparatus connected with the 
unit, it was rendered worthless. 

In the years that followed, each 
successive building superintendent 
attempted to repair the system but 
because they did not understand the 
principles upon which it was built, 
they only made matter* worse. 

These disorders, coupled with the 
fact that, being a new invention, there 
were many imperfections, completed 
the failure oi tho system. 

It was decided by the faculty, that 
something ought to be done to remedy 
the situation. Since there was no one 
in Windsor able to cope with the 
matter, Mr. Delaney summoned two 
Assistants Irom Toronto, and lor the 
past month oi so, they have been 
diligently repairing, replacing, adjust¬ 
ing, and rearranging. Now they have 
everything in good working order. 

To ensure that the unit continues to 
function properly, it is absolutely 
essential that the students give hill co¬ 
operation This moans thst they must 
not meddle with anything whatsoever, 
that is connected with the unit. The 
windows should not be opened, because 
a fresh supply of warm, purified air is 
pumped into tho classrooms every 
fifteen minutes, and the entire building 
is refreshed every hour. 

If the faculty see to It that the students 
co-operato m this manner, thero should 
be no lurther complaints about un¬ 
satisfactory heating of the school.

W.O. Pare enlisted in July, ’42: gradu¬ 
ated ia a W.A.G. from CentraUa in 
October ol *43, and went overseas in 
November ol that year Fit. Sgt, Pare, 
the youngest son. is at present on 
active service as a W.A.G. with the 
R.AJ* having left this country last 
November. 

Pte. Poolo. who was reported wound¬ 
ed last September, whilo to Holland, 
has been killed in action. He enlisted 
on April 2nd, ‘43, going overseas in 
September of the same year. He had 
attended this school tot some time. 

F.O. Louis 1. Roaume. 28. son of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. Roaume. of Windsor, was 
killed while on a mission over occupied 
Europe. He enlisted in May, '42: was 
commissioned a bombardier at Crumlin. 
und went overseas in September. *43. 
He was a student at Assumption from 
1928 to 1934. 

Fit. Sgt. Richard E. Mooney, ton of 
Mr. V. Mooney, and the late Mrs. 
Mooney, was killed on aitive service 
on November 16th. of this year. He was 
a W.A.G., and had only been overseas 
a year. Richard attended Assumption 
from 1929 to 1930. 

It would be well if the students of 
Assumption College High School would 
remember these, and all the 'armor 
students who. having engaged in light¬ 
ing for God and Country, have made 
tho supreme sacrifice. — R.IJ*.

ritory. Before coming to Canada, Dr, 
Walter made an intensive study of 
Engtiah folklore. 

Today, Dr. Waiter is the President of 
the Contemporary Music Society of 
Canada,, and in 1943, he was given 
by the Canadian Performing Rights 
Society, an award for the most creative 
and original composition by any 
Canadian composer during the current 
year,

BIGGEST BUILDING EXPANSION IN 
75 YEARS PLANNED FOR ASSUMPTION 


Citizens* Committee Backs Plan 


Wednesday evening, Jan. 17. a committee of representative 
citizens from Windsor and Essex County wholeheartedly backed 
the plan for the large and immediate expansion of Assumption 
College. It will be the greatest building project that the College 
has ever undertaken in its seventy-five year history. 

The Assumption plans are ambitious, but it is felt that they 
are not too ambitious for a growing community such as Windsor, 
where great industrial enterprises have dominated the scene 
during the war. Among the planned buildings are the following* 

A large auditorium, suitable for dramatics, musical programs, 
lectures, a new home for the Christian Culture Series, a centre 
where college direction may be suitably given to drama festivals, 
educational and social conferences, and musical clinics. Ample 
stage and studio facilities are planned for radio and television 
programs; 

College laboratories and classrooms to cope with the prob¬ 
lems of a post-war world; 

A library, museum and administrative centre, where there 
can be made available research facilities, especially in the arts 
and sciences, fostering the discovery and publication of the rich 
historical lore of this locality; 

Enlarged facilities for adult education in order to assist many 
returned men and adults to complete their education at the same 
time as they are working. This feature would consist in a care- 
fully-planned series of courses and lectures designed to meet 
the special local needs throughout the county; 

Facilities for health education to furnish a balanced edu¬ 
cational programme and to prepare for any national suggestions 
for physical fitness. 

This is the first time that Assumption College has appealed 
for financial assistance from the general public since its founding 
in 1870. Details of how this building project will be financed will 
be made known later. 


Postwar Needs Demand Enlargement 


Because the present facilities are inadequate to take care of 
the post-war demands which will be made upon Assumption's 
services, the authorities of the College are now adopting a plan 
to make these facilities adequate. 

It is estimated that 8,000 students of Windsor High Schools, 
including Assumption High School, are now in the service of 
their country, and that a minimum of 1,200 would want to con¬ 
tinue their education after the war. A majority of these would 
want to attend Assumption. The College is not now in a position 
to handle such a large number of students. 

Furthermore, the Government has asked Assumption College 
to take care of at least one hundred resident students in the 
national rehabilitation program. At the present time, there isn't 
room for a single one of these students. In addition, the College 
will be asked to take many day-students who will live at home 
in this district. 

Other universities throughout Canada and the United States 
have already embarked upon some similar plan of expansion 
to meet the expected rush of students upon the cessation of hos¬ 
tilities. The College authorities realize that now is the time to 
prepare the facilities, which must be in readiness when the need 
arrives. It will be too late to make the necessary plans after 
hostilities have ceased. 

The Committee of Sponsors backing the expansion project is 
headed by Mr. W. H. Furlong, K.C., as general chairman. He is 
enthusiastically supported by many prominent citizens of Windsor 
and Essex County, among whom are Mr. W. H. Cantelon, Mr. 
I. H. Barth, Mrs. Cameron H. Montrose, Mr. Paul Viau. Mr 
George Burt. Mr. George Hope, Mr. H. E. Gignac, Hon. R. D 
Morand. Dr. George F. Laing, Mr. C. H. Smith. Mr. H. J. Pray, 
Mr. C. A. Blonde and Mr. E. C. Goldin.

St. Thomas Aquinas in his writings about the Angels seems 
to suggest that countries and cities and places and buildings 
have special angels assigned to watch over them. 1 suppose it 
is only another way of stating the great truth of Divine Provi¬ 
dence. Certainly. it seems but natural that Assumption has had 
a special angel guiding and directing her throughout the years. 
The hosts of boys who have gone through these halls have left 
here better for having been here. One has only to read some 
of the letters that come back from men fighting for a noble cause 
to see how much Assumption means to them. It is only then 
that we appreciate fully what it means to belong to a school 
with a past. 

Seventy-five years is a long time. Very few of us will ever 
attain that age. But in the lifetime of an institution like Assump¬ 
tion it may only be the prologue to a glorious drama of existence 
— a drama in which the sacrifices and hard work , the prayers 
and aspirations of countless priests and boys will become woven 
into a grand tapestry of accomplishment. Thank you. Blessed 
Mother, tor your school which has endured.

In the year 1870, at the instigation of Mr. Theodule Girardot, 
the Basilian Fathers took charge of Assumption College. 

The one and only building which the new College boasted 
is depicted above. Built in 1857, it was first used as a school, 
then as a barracks for soldiers, and later on abandoned for a 
short while until renovated before the coming of the Basilian 
Fathers. It contained a dormitory, private rooms for the staff and 
classrooms. It housed fifty-eight boarders in its opening year. 
This old structure still stands on the Assumption campus, dwarfed 
by the many buildings which have since been erected. 

Cramped quarters soon made expansion imperative. Con¬ 


sequently, plans were drawn up for the erection of a new building 
(see page 7). This imposing structure was built in sections, the 
first wing, — now the Administration Wing,—being erected in 
1875.

Jt is with the confidence en¬ 
gendered by your past generosity 
that we cling to the hope that 
something may be spared by you 
for the conversion of our Chinese 
pagans as well as for the strength - 
ening of the faith in these already 
nominally Catholic.

HANDBALL RULES

He bated the eternal mud ot the battle- 
Held: but he was not the type ol cor¬ 
respondent who sat back in General 
Headquarters and relayed the oftidal 
army statements. Ernie went up to the 
tiring line and spoke to the lighting 
men between bursts oi enemy gunlire.

After an illness of several weeks 
duration, Rev. Father John C. Mc¬ 
Intyre of the Congregation of St 
Basil, and a member of the Assump¬ 
tion College Staff, died at Hotel Dieu 
on Saturday afternoon, April 28th. 

Father McIntyre was born 39 years 
ago in Dorchester. Ontario, the home 
of his parents, Mrs. Margaret Mc¬ 
Intyre, (now residing in London), and 
the late Mr. James McIntyre. He 
received his primary education at 
St. Peter's School in London, was a 
high school and college student at 
Assumption, acquiring his Bachelor 
of Arts Degree in June. 1927. He 
entered St Basil's Novitiate in August 
of the same year, studied Theology in Toronto, where he was 
ordained on December 19, 1931, at St Basil's Church. For the 
next six years he taught at Catholic Central High School in Detroit 
Michigan. In 1938 he was sent to St Michael s College in Toronto, 
where he remained for three years. After spending one year at 
St Thomas' High in Houston, Texas. Father McIntyre came to 
Assumption in 1943, having been assistant pastor at St John the 
Baptist's Church the year previous. 

Father McIntyre was an outstanding athlete in his student 
days at Assumption, playing on the high school and college 
football teams, and on the college hockey team. He was also 
the sports editor for the "Purple and White". 

It has been said that "Service is love in action". This ex¬ 
pression is particularly applicable to the life of Father McIntyre. 
He devoted his talents, his time, his energies; in short his whole 
life to the service of his community and the students he loved. 
It is now our turn to manifest our appreciation of his devotion by 
remembering him in our prayers, by assisting at the Holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass, and receiving Holy Communion, in order that having 
laboured for Christ in this world, he may find everlasting Test 
and peace with Him in heaven.

Having convoyed by truck to 
Folkestone, approximately 5 miles 
from Dover and on the son them 
coast of England, we positioned 
our 90 mm, guns along the English 
Channel; with the tactical mission

German robot bomb launching 
sites were stretched along the 
looming coast of France from Pas 
de Calais to the Cherbourg Penin¬ 
sula. Pas de Calais is only 21 
miles athwart the channel to Folke¬ 
stone, and besides the German 
robot bomb offensive, we were 
visited occasionally by German 
16-inch artillery shells. Robot 
bombs, however, were fired over 
the channel more frequently, as

A SERVICEMAN WRITES HIS FORMER TEACHER 

LETTER RECEIVED FROM ASSUMPTION STUDENT 
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THE VALUE 

OF EDUCATION

Mankind, having at last emerged 
from the most recent of Its periodic 
disagreements, is entering into what 
many believe will be an Era of Peace. 
Prosperity, and General Good*Will; 
whether or not it will be an Age of 
Universal Tranquility, however, is still 
in the Nebulous Future; lor as yet the 
Peoples of the World have given each 
other very few assurances that it is 
their desire to do anything save, Hate, 
Mistrust and Malign their Neighbors 
at every opportunity. 

If this be the Case (a review of late 
happenings in Europe and Asia adds 
strength to the Contention that it Is) 
the futility of our recent “Bloodletting," 
and the realization that, within the 
foreseeable Future, we shall surely 
have to wage another and far more 
terrible War, are at once apparent. 

Man is not an Animal (even though 
he oftimes behaves as one); he is the 
noblest of all God's Creatures; Our 
Heavenly Father has endowed him 
with a Soul and a Mind; he is capable 
of Rational and Analytical Thought; 
and War, contrary to Popular Opinion 
is not basically part of his Nature 
(it is only part of the Way man ex¬ 
presses his Nature). Clearly, then, it 
will bo impossible to prevent luture 
conflicts unless Man drastically revises 
his “Survival-of-the-Fittest" mode of 
expression. 

There are several ways in which 
this change may be affected. Being 
unacquainted with Theology, the writer 
will make no attempt to discuss the 
Spiritual Jssuos involved; neither will 
he consider the Psychological Phase of 
the Matter; but he will dwell briefly 
upon the possible solution of this 
grave Problem through Education. 

Much Is being done towards the 
realization ot World-Wide Education, 
the United Nations having proposed 
the establishment of an Educational 
and Cultural Organization at London. 
The general purpose of the projected 
Organization would be to develop and 
maintain mutual understanding of tho 
Life and Culture ol the Peoples of the 
World, and to make availab.e to them 
the World's full body of Knowledge 
and Culture. It is thought that this 
could be beat achieved through a 
universal exchange of Teachers and 
Students. 

Adult education must be atrossod, 
the Public being encouraged to re* 
enter the Classroom through the offering 
of Popularly Demanded, non-credit 
courses. Particular emphaiia should 
be placed upon those which foster 
sound, logical thinking, productive of 
an International outlook. 

But let us remember that such 
learning should not be confined to the

PURPLE SMASH 

ST. MIKE’S 21-0

The 1945 edition of the Purple 
Football Raiders opened their season 
successfully on Friday night, September 
21st, much to fhe delight of a very wild 
and merry crowd. The St. Michael's 
squad came all the way from Toronto 
to play our Raiders in a night game 
under the lights at Kennedy Stadium. 
The game turned out as an Assumption 
victory which was very well earned. 
The Purple squad went into the game 
the underdogs and emerged the better 
team through some very good play. 
The final score of 21-0 testified to the 
Raiders prowess as a mighty football 
machine. 

The Irish elected to kick off to us 
to open the game. From the time the 
Raiders received the kick until the 
end of the game they plaved heads up 
ball, and very seldom, if at all, were 
they caught napping by the St. Mike's 
standard bearers. In the first quarter 
Arnott and McParland waged a kicking 
duel, with Arnott having a slight 
edge. Assumption scored its point 
when Arnott kicked a 50 yard rouge 
after a 20 yard off-tackle run by Bill 
LaRochelle. The first quarter ended 
with the Raiders leading 1-0. They 
stopped the Irish running attack dead 
and decidedly held the edge in play 
over the visitors. 

Alter a great goal-line stand by St. 
Mike's to open the second quarter, 
Assumption scored the first touchdown 
when they succeeded in blocking an 
Irish kick and recovering it on tho 
visitors 37 yard line.

A orominent Windsor coach said that

To say that I wasn't disillusioned 
while travelling through France 
would not be at all in line concert 
with the cause oi good reporting. 

There is an apparent degenera¬ 
tion prevailing almost everywhere 
in this downgrade country. French 
children are scrawny, many althct- 
ed with infantile paralysis, as the 
result of malnutrition; devastation 
is eye-wincing in countless villages 
and cities; political waters are 
dark and troubled; and the econo¬ 
mic basis is weak and unstable. 
The nation is manifestly unpoised 
for the task of rehabilitation. It is 
conceded that most European coun¬ 
tries are in a similar state, but, 
nonetheless, the plight of France is 
greatly more magnified. 

I had no opportunity whatever 
to visit Paris, for we were in Cher¬ 
bourg but 3 weeks when orders 
were received for movement to 
Belgium. . , 

It was during the months trom 
late October to April that intense 
robot bomb assaults were being 
launched against the vital area, 
Antwerp Port. Our unit was one ot 
16 battalions of the Antwerp X 
Command, conceived to organize 
a defense for Antwerp Port , and 
we remained under this command 
until April, having left it once, 
however, to join in the Ardennes 

While in Belgium all these months 
I was granted special PP r sse /J. w * c ? 
to visit my relatives in West Hand¬ 
ers. The sum total number of days 
for both liberties was five, which 
though not many, gave me at least 
the opportunity and experience of 
meeting my grandfather; aunts, 
uncles, and cousins. 

In the months of March and April, 
the grand offensive by the Can¬ 
adian and British Armies penetrat¬ 
ed and overran the rocket and robot 
bomb launching sites in Holland, 
virtually destroying the enemy s 
power and means to continue this 
type of warfare. No sooner had 
this become the knowledge of our 
brigade and higher command when 
we were given orders for march 
movement to Nancy, France. We 
remained here but a few days and 
on April 21 moved to Manheim, 

Germany .... . . , 

Our mission here was to protect 
an important bridge crossing on 
the Rhine River. The bridge was a 
vital link in the supply line to the 
7th Army which, like the other 
American Armies at the time, was

swiftly pacing through gutted Ger¬ 
many. Little opposition was en¬ 
countered by our gun batteries, an 
occasional jet-plane attempting a 
strike and that was all. 

We were still stationed in Man- 
beim when the war terminated in 
Europe, and a few days later we 
convoyed to Meiningen, Germany, 
a small town approximately 45 
miles southwest of Weimar. 

Here we were assigned the task 
of flak disarmament of Germany- 
This is our present work and will 
be for a short time yet. 

On June 24 we were sent orders 
for another movement, this time 
to Erlangen, Germany. Erlangen is 
a small town about 20 miles north 
of Nurnburg in Southern Germany. 
This is our present location, but it 
does not seem likely that we will 
remain here long. 

In all our unit has been credited 
with 4 battle stars. The campaigns 
for which we received these stars 
follow in their chronological order: 
"The Ground Defense of England ", 
‘The Battle of the Ardennes," 

"The Battle of the Rhine, n and last¬ 
ly "The Battle of Central Germany ." 

My post-war plans, I presume, 
are invested in the G.I. Bill of 
Rights. Were I not to take advanta¬ 
ge of the educational benefits 
offered me by the government, I 
would be refusing a magnificent 
opportunity. However, like most 
young fellows in the service, I am 
undecided as to what I wish to do, 
that is, what I wish to study in 
college. 

I believe that I have selfishly 
devoted this letter to writing too 
much about myself and the exper¬ 
iences of the unit since it first 
embarked for overseas in June. I 
hope, sir, that you will forgive me 
for making such an error. 

Doubtless you are still teaching 
English to the students who come 
and leave dear old Assumption. 
To teach pupils in their formative 
years the importance of their 
language in the successful pro¬ 
jection oi character and persona 1- 
ity is certainly a work deserving of 
high commendation. I am indebted 
solely to you for making me realize 
how like a gem ones language is. 

The war with Japan has at long 
last ended, and I expect to be 
home within 7 to 10 months. When 
the day of my discharge has finally 
come and I return to Assumption 
to visit former teachers, I hope 
that I may find you there among 
them. 

Hoping that I may hear from you, 
I close.

During the 
nineteen years that the Leaguo of 
Nations was In power there were 
4,538 Treaties signed each and every 
one a total failure. The reason . . . 
No mention of God.

movement will consist of a scientific 
movement. During this period nation 
aftor nation perished within itself. 
This proves that a moral law must be 
set up which will bind the nations 
together by something outside of itself.

This darkness will not be 
caused by a lack of light, but because 
man has not the capacity to see this 
light. 

An important factor for a successful 
peace is the recognition oi the basic 
rights of men.

On Friday night the Renders took 
on the Walkerviile Tartans in their 
third league contests this season.

At present the world is sick, there is 
no such thing a as right or wrong, sin 
or guilt. Hitler reminded us that there 


is such a thing by his Dachau prison 
camp and his slaughtering of thousands 
upon thousands of innocent people. 
Thus will this chaos wo are in create 
a fine environment for another threat¬ 
ening evil of our own day— ''Commun¬ 
ism.''

We must use charity 
and prayer, another good reason why 
power should create responsibility 
and not authority.

On November 4, the Christian Cul¬ 
ture Series will present the Metropol¬ 
itan Opera's Australian-born baritone 
John Brownlee at the Vanity Theatre 
at 8:40 p.m. He will be the fifth person¬ 
ality to appear in the 1945-46 Series. 

We here present a short biography 
of this renowned baritone. 

John Brownlee was bom of Scottish 
parents who had migrated to Australia 
just before he was bom. He enjoyed 
singing as a youngster, not knowing 
that this would be his profession in 
life. 

On a dare he entered the Ballarat 
Competition and received the first 
prize of thirty pounds and a gold medal, 
which he still cherishes to this day. 
After winning the competition he 
received many invitations for public 
appearances and therefore became a 
singer. 

The great Dame Nellie Melba heard 
him in a performance of Handel'B 
"Messiah" and persuaded him to go 
to Europe for a course of intensive 
study. With Melba's blessing he sailed 
for Europe. 

In Paris he studied for several 
years with the great Dinh Gilly. At 
last came the great day of his debut 
in "Lakme" at the Trianon-Lyrique 
which proved to be a great success. 

After this came the Glyndeboume 
Festival, where he became noted for 
his interpretations of Mozart. From 
Glyndeboume he set out to see the 
world in earnest, singing operas in 
Brussels, Antwerp, Monte Carlo, Bar¬ 
celona, Buenos Aires, Rio de Janeiro, 
and Montevideo, practically all of the 
world's great opera companies. 

To-day, after a world wide concert 
tour, John Brownlee is a valued 
member of all three of the great 
American opera companies-New York, 
Chicago, and San Francisco. In an 
era of great voices his warm baritone 
is considered one of the greatest. 
This is proven by the fact that no sang 
more roles last season than any other 
baritone at the "Met".

SEASON JJNDEFEATED 

TOPPLE SANDWICH AND KENNEDY

Last Friday, under the arc lights at 
Konnedy Stadium, the Purple Raiders 
defeated the Kennedy Clippers by the 
score of 6-0.

DETAILS GIVEN

boon offered accident insurance. Many 
took this insurance but failed to note 
and understand the conditions thereok* 
The accident must be reported to the 
infirmary immediately after It hap¬ 
pened in order that the student may 
collect compensation. Also, a detailed 
report of the accident must be made 
and failure to do so would invalidate 
the receiving of compensation from the 
insurance company. 

Tho insurance covers all types of 
accidents but does not include sickness 
or injuries cauBod from disabilities. 
That is, if a student has a trick knee 
and injures It in football he cannot 
colloct Insurance for that injury. The 
college doctor must see the injury be¬ 
fore your family doctor, then the injury 
may be taken to your family physician. 

Students who have not as yet paid 
their insurance cannot receive benefits. 
This accident insurance has proved 
very valuable to the students who have 
sustained injuries and received com¬ 
pensation through proper procedure.

A week ago Tuesday the Senior and 
Intermediate Sub-Minim champions 
were defeated.

A LETTER FOR BOISVERT 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE QUESTION 

A few hours after tho last Issue of the REPORTER was published a letter was 
pushod under the Press Room door. It was written as an answer to the statements 
made by Paul Boisvert in that lssuo against the President ol tho Day Scholar 
Student Council. Th® REPORTER prints this lottor as evidence of Its desire to show 
both sides of this question. The letter follows. 

Doar Paul: 

Three months ago. you also campaigned for tho Preeidaacy ol the Student 
Council. You wero olected vice-president It is tho duty of ths vice-president to 
take over the.duties of the prsldsnt in his absence.

The Citadel." by A. J. Cronin 

"A great novel about a doctor writ¬ 
ten by a doctor who is a groat novel¬ 
ist What raises him head and shoul¬ 
ders above most writers of his time is 
his *?nio oi drama, of tragedy, and of 
the identity of mankind with, the earth 
out of which ho is bom. and to which 
he returns" William McFoe in the 
Hew York Sun. 

Tho Citadel is the story ol a young 
physician. It portrays his career 
through the vicissitudes of success and 
failure, happiness and sonow. Andrew 
Man s an, whose creed was "take 
nothing for granted", shows early pro¬ 
mise of doing great things. Newly or¬ 
dained to the heignts ot the medicine 
profession. Ho bc’iovcs that he has 
finished ail his coarse is learning in 
relerenc© to medicine; this belief soon 
becomes subsidiary to that much ac¬ 
claimed truism. "Experience is the best 
teacher." The adventurous days from 
at* stan in a colliery town through 
the realization ol his ambition for a 
London practice, picture a sincere, con¬ 
scientious young man almost broken 
and defected by the smugness of his 
superiors.

"THE GUYS ON THE GROUND" by 
Copt. Alfred Friendly, 

A most Inspiring and revealing book 
dealing primarily with deeds* both 
Individual and general, accomplished 
by those unsung heroes known as "the 
monkey crew," 

Quote/ Major General Walter H. 
Frank. "Americans have lost the old 
pioneer skills. Drugged by three gen¬ 
erations of the machine, softened by 
liuxuxy life, they are helpless in the 
lace of raw nature/' So the argument 
urns. “Tl is,” says Captain Friendly, 
'strictly baloney/' And In this book ho 
proves It as he tells for the first time, 
with a wonderful variety of anecdotes 
but with complete authority, the story 
of those "guys on the ground"—the 
men of the Air Service Command. Un¬

These are the men who not only re¬ 
pair the ships which would seem fit 
only lor the bon ey a id; they are Ihe 
3ten who rescue them from jungle and 
desert, or il they are too iar gone, 
salvage what is left to fly again.

MISSIONS

II a student here at school were 
questioned as to the type of work the 
Basiiian Fathers do, he would reply 
that they teach and do a certain 
amount of parish work. But what he 
would most likely forget to mention is 
the fact that the Basiiian Order does 
missionary work in South Texas as well. 

At present, there are five priests, 
with headquarters at Rosenburg, Texas, 
doing work over a large area. The 
priests go from town to town administer¬ 
ing the sacraments and encouraging 
the people to attend Mass; that is, when 
tho priests get around to visiting them. 
The number of parishioners in this 
territory amounts to over 5,000, many 
of whom have not yet been reached. 

These Mexicans for the most part are 
backward in the practice of their faith. 
There are many reasons to explain this 
sad fact. Let us consider the original 
homeland of the greater part of these 
people. 

Most of them came from the northern 
part of Mexico. From the very begin¬ 
ning tho population in those parts was 
small and scattered. The work of the 
Spanish missionaries had already begun 
in the interior of Mexico in the year 
1525. while it was not until the year 
1700 that it was extended to that region 
from which the majority of the Mexicans 
in Texas to-day come from. Because the 
vast territory over which this compare- 
tivoly small population was scattered, 
the development of the Church was 
slow and difficult task. Even when they 
did come, missionaries in Northern 
Mexico were too few in number and 
thus greatly handicapped in their work. 
It is therefore easy to see why even 
at that time most of the Mexicans were 
just baptized Catholics, and that their 
religious instruction was extremely in¬ 
adequate, to 3 ay the least. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, religious conditions did not improve 
much with tho passing of the years. 
If wo do add to this, that for the past 
hundred years or more the Church has 
been in the throes of a persecution; 
that parishes with close to twenty- 
thousand souls and only ONE PRIEST 
are the rule rather than the exception, 
then we will understand why the 
Mexicans, we have in our midst, have 
very little knowledge of their religion. 

It is not this ignorance which is 
surprising; it is rather the fact that, 
despite ail these adverse conditions, 
they have as much religious knowledge 
as they do. It is a fact which cannot 
bo explained in a natural way. Indeed 
it must be attributed to the special 
protection of the groat friend and 
protectress of the Mexicans, Our Lady 
of Guadalupe. 

Last year the students of Assumption 
sent fourteen-hundred dollars to the 
Basilians working in the mission field. 
This is indeed a worthy cause—one 
which merits our special prayers, and 
our financial help.

"WATERS OF CANTRADICTION” 
By Anna C. Minooue 
Of all the books 1 have aver read/ 
1 do not hesitate to say that " Waters 
of Contradiction' rank# highly 
amongst the emotionally captivating.

This season Assumption 
put one of the finest teams on 
the court that has ever repre¬ 
sented this school. Two of Fr. 
Armstrong's Purple Raiders 
were chosen for the 1946 first 
team quintet. These two boys 
were Elmer Robitaille and Bill 
(Red) Bridgeman. Elmer was 
picked as one of the forwards 
on the squad, while Bill was 
chosen for a guard position. 

Last year, Pat Kennedy was 
the only Assumptionife to make 
the All-City first team. This 
year Pat was given mention as 
a forward. Bill Bridgeman miss¬ 
ed the *45 squad by a single 
vote. This season both he and 
Elmer tied for second in the 
ballotting for the first string 
team. Each received 15 of a 
possible 20 points to finish be¬ 
hind big Frank Marchand, 
Walkerville's starry centre, who 
polled 20 of 20 points to be the 
only unanimous choice on the 
squad. 

Making the '46 All-City team 
was indeed a fine achievement 
for both of these Purple Raiders. 
Elmer packed the Raiders' scor- 
ing punch all season, and it was 
his fine, all-around play that led 
our team to the city champion-

ship final. Big "Red" Bridgeman 
really played excellent ball in 
every game. Although Bill did 
not count as many points in the 
'46 campaign as he has in the 
past, he always played a stellar 
game at guard. In our opinion, 
his best feat of the year was in 
the championship game when, 
after half time with the Raiders 
trailing, Fr. Armstrong shifted 
to a man-to-man defence, and 
Bill held Marchand of the Tar¬ 
tans to a single point in 16 play¬ 
ing minutes. In the previous 
half Marchand had pushed 12 
points through the mesh against 
our zone defence. 

For the second straight year 
George Arnott missed the first 
team by a very close margin. 
We picked George on the Re* 
porter All-City team in the last 
issue, and we still believe he 
deserved to hold a first string 
position. After finishing in a 
tie with Howie of Kennedy with 
13 points each for the fifth and 
last post on the squad, George 
was dropped to the second team 
by a three-man committee cho¬ 
sen to break the tie. Howie 
made the squad in George's 
place, despite the fact that Ar¬ 
nott outshone Howie all year. 

Glenn Carpenter received 
mention at guard, but he cer¬ 
tainly deserved more than that. 
Glenn got more rebounds off 
the backboards than any other 
guard in the city, and he should 
have at least made the second 
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team because he played well 
offensively also. 

Bill Fisher rounded out the 
Assumption men on this year's 
squad. In our opinion Bill was 
the second best centre in the 
city this year, following only 
Marchand of Walkerville. Bill 
played his best whenever he 
was on the floor, and he missed 
the All-City first team only be¬ 
cause he didn't count as many 
points as Marchand. In the 
coaches' poll. Bob Mitchell of 
Sandwich was picked as second 
string centre. But they forgot 
that when Fisher and Mitchell 
opposed each other in the Sand¬ 
wich-Assumption game, that 
Bill played the better game. 
Also the main reason for Mit¬ 
chell's success was that he took 
most of his team's shots, while 
Bill played as a real team play¬ 
er and not as a ''barb".

Guards — Lloyd Pare (St, 
Joseph's), Carl Zalev (Kennedy), 
Doug BeU (Sandwich), and 
Glenn Carpenter (Assumption). 

Checking over the squad wo 
find that Assumption, Walker¬ 
ville and Kennedy placed their 
entire first teams on the list. 
Sandwich Collegiate placed 4 
of their 5 first string players on 
the squad. These four schools 
were the four that made the 
WSSA playoffs this season. 
Assumption had the distinction 
of representing the most players 
on the team (6), while WaUcer- 
ville and Kennedy placed 5 
each, Sandwich 4, St. Joseph's 
2, and Patterson and Vocational; 
each 1.

I WAS A GUERRILLA 


AS TOLD TO 
ANTHONY K. 

Though 1 was born in tho United 
States I returned to Grooce in 1927 to 
live with my grandmother. School, play 
and other activities of tho average 
Greek school boy constituted my daily 
life until 1939 whan war began with 
Poland. My lather attempted to have 
us return to the U.S. but was un¬ 
successful. 

In October. 1940. the Italians came 
into Italy from northern Albania. Our 
armys discipline, ability and morale 
was good but in comparison to the 
Italians, our equipmont and training 
was poor. Attackod without warning, 
my peaceful country rolled beck undor 
the weight of their brute force, lator 
with the coming of tho English, the 
tide of war turned for us. but German 
and Bulgarian troops marched in and 
our forces had to retreat into the 
mountains. 

Under the German occupation thoro 
was begun a reign ol terror with hos¬ 
tage killings, starvation, deportation to 
Germany of slave labour, and the 
murder of old mon, women, and chil¬ 
dren in opon fields and public squares 
by the Stuka pilots. We had to sell 
oov house-hold furnishings to buy food. 
When tho Gormans cut class poriodx 
to the schools to five minutes each. I 
decided that since I could not be ol

use in tho city 1 would go into the 
mountains and bocomo a guerrilla. 

For the noxt three yearn, 1942-45. I 
was a guerrilla in the south and in 
tho interior of Greece. I was separated 
from my family not knowing whether 
they were alive or dead, and 1 was 
unable to holp them In any way. In 
my very lirst battle 1 was an observer 
in order to learn tho different ways to 
kill a Gorman and yet not be killed. 
However, tho sight of doath did not 
frighten me later because there was 
so much of it 

1 will not writs much of the actual 
fighting bocause war. tho silent war, 
and doath in the night between man 
and man. is nol a pleasant thing. 1 
was a saboteur and the leader of my 
group ol fifteen boys they soon num¬ 
bered ton. f blew up bridges, sot and 
defused land mines, attackod arsenals 
and killed Germans. Altogether I was 
in 56 battles and was wounded twice 
in the shoulder but even then 1 could 
not stop fighting for thoro wore always 
more Germans to kill. The llio of! a 
guorrilla was not easy for thero were 
night marches, no food oi rest for 
days the death of friends about me, 
and bullets around each turn in Iho 
rood but wr» never gtew discouraged

This Iruely a stirring novel which 
deals primarily with tho life of Martin 
Heame, a young soldier—i! could have 
beer* any soldier, for similar breath- 
taking aavan’uree havo befallen many 
of our bova daring the fulfillment of 
their exploits throughout this war. 

Only the author of "Above Suspi¬ 
cion" could conjure up such a nerve- 
wracking situation as the one with 
which thla exciting novel deals. One 
task alone was foremost in the mind 
at Martin Hoame when he landed by 
parachute near the small village oi 
St. Deodat in Brittany, to find out how

This book is studded on almost 
every page with names of lads who 
did or said something which makes 
history, and the total effect is of a 
mil li nn young American men from 
crossroads and cify, embarking on the 
great adventure of their lives—talking, 
bellyaching, and fighting, with basic 
good humour and quiet gallantry. 

This book should be of particular 
interest to all, since it was written by 
one who not only knew his subject, but 
lived and died In direct contact 
with it 

Out of the foxholes be shared with 
them, and from his own heart straight 
to the folks back home, comes Ernie 
Pyle's story of our soldiers' first big 
campaign abroad. He takes you to live 
with them on the great adventure of 
their lives, and tells you the thousands 
of little things you wrut to know about 
how they are living in this war from 
day to day.

NOTED EDITOR SPEAKS 
ON WORLD PEACE

A step forward in the direction of the 
bettsr comprehension of Inlemational 
Affairs in this area was taken on the 
evening of Tuesday. 8th October, when 
the Windsor Branch of the United 
Nations Society in Canada held its 
first general meeting, and had as its 
guest speaker Dr B K. Sand well, editor 
of Toronto Saturday Night, whoee topic 
was, "There is no Short-Cut to Peace " 
Having been introduced by the City 
Comptroller, Mr. Gow, Dr. Sand well 
commenced his addross with reference 
to the need for energy, conviction, and 
tact in the spreading of information 
about the United Nations, and in 
forming of vital, active, Branches of 
the United Nations Society. 

After expressing confidence that 
Windsor could support such a Society, 
Dr. Sandwqll went on to remind his 
audience that the world is not suffi¬ 
ciently interested in the principles of 
Justice established at the Nurenberg 
trial, but is too much preoccupied with 
the one aspect of the United Nations in 
which tragic dissentions daily make 
their appearance, an * in which the 
Veto Power hangs continually over the 
heads of the Peace-Loving States, as 
•omo Sword of Democles.

The Atom-Bomb has shocked us into 
a sense of tear that the horror and 
destruction which have been visited 
upon Europe might be sent against 
North America, he said. Fear such as 
this has never before been experienced 
on this continent, and it has driven the 
people to demand that something be 
done to prevent the devastation of 
another war. This is a belated tear 
however, for it had been better If we 
had agitated for something of this sort 
when warckmds gathered over the old 
country, at a time when America 
slumbered in its traditional unim peach- 
ed security Now, that security no longer 
exists;Windsor, Montreal. Niagara Faltej 
New York, Chicago, and half-a-hundred 
other cities in the new world are just 
as vulnerable to attack as any metropolis 
ol Europe* 

Now. in all this, what ts the role of 
the United Nations Society? The prime 
objective tf the U- N, S, is to advance 
the cause of the United Nations, and to 
interest people in a Supra-National 
Government, and a Peace bunded on 
Justice- 

Dr, SartcwelJ went on to remark lhat, 
while the U. N. does not guarantee to 
eradicate global conflicts entirely, it 
does offer a means of discouraging 
aggressive War by rallying other States 
to the defence of the nation or nation a 
attacked, 

Now the existence of the Veto- 
Power in no wise alters Ihia; for there 
ts nothing io prevent any of the great 
powers, acting alone or in concert, 
from opposing the violators of the 
Peace. At the insist a nee of the Russians, 
the Veto Power was made a part of the 
United Nations Charter at San Fran¬ 
cisco; without this anti-democratic 
check, the Soviets would have little to 
do with the II. N., which, of course 
would spell defeat for any organization 
that professed to be World-Wide in 


scope 

Dr, Sand well stated as impractical 
any thought that the present World 
Peace Organization might be discarded 
in favour of one of a stricter, more 
binding kind. 

In concluding ills remarks, Dr. 
San dwell said that it h as taken bombs 
nod bullets to convert the Germans to 
the acceptance of one code of Inter¬ 
national Laws for all countries; it must 
not take & similar consideration to 
convert us. While the 0. N, O. has 
no actual power within this dominion, 
he continued, Iheie will be interests 
which, will oppose the loyal and faithful 
fulfillment of Canada's obligations In 
that organization. 

'"But the future of the United Hal ions 
depends upon the behaviour of Canada, 
and the other lesser States, towards it 
And if we have in Canada a strong 
United Narjans Society, we shall have 
a well-inf errand Public which will insist 
that the politicians who govern her 
cause he i to Live up to those obli¬ 
gations. 

After the conclusion of Dr, Sand well'a 
message, Mrs, Doris MacDonald, an 
organizer in the Windsor U. N. S. C, 
Group, spoke to the members of the 
Assumption High School Branch of the 
Society, and congratulated them lor 
appearing in a body to hear Dr. 
San dwell.

The latest word on the new basketball 
schedule If rather dark. Alter complet¬ 
ing a new, revised schedule that would 
see two divisions formed, with teams 
playing home and home games, the 
principals of the various secondary 
schools in Windsor have failed to 
approve it. In our opinion, this is a 
mistake on the part of these principals. 

LONGER SKED BETTER 

A longer schedule Is obviously the 
best because it allows each team to 
play its opponents twice in a home and 
home series, while the shorter one 
gives the advantage to the strongest 
team in the league. Should the powerful 
Kennedy and Sandwich squads obtain 
their single games with Assumption in 
a shorter schedule in their own gyms. 
Assumption would be forced to play 
their toughest opponents away. 

FIRST SPOT BEST 

Finishing in the top slot of the league 
would give the Raiders another ad¬ 
vantage, because they would play the 
fourth placer in the semi-finaL In the 
longer schedule, all this would be 
eliminated. There would only be a 
championship iinal, and the schedule 
would give every team a better chance. 
Also if games were carded home and 
homo, the two top clubs would have to 
play good all season, as there would 
always be the threat of dropping a 
crucial contest on another school's 
floor. 

LATE FINISH 

With a longer schedule in operation, 
the league would wind up its season 
at the end of March or the first w*eek in 
April (counting playoffs). When the 
ahortor schedule was in operation, the 
league finished no later than the first 
week in March. With such an early 
ending, there were no main sports in 
the schools for two months. None of the 
schools have examinations (including 
Assumption) until April 10th or so, 
and this is a good reason why the 
schedule should be made longer and 
continued until the start of April at 
bast. 


A SUGGESTION 


We suggest to the men who are 
making the schedule, that il they do 
not want to continue it too late in the 
year, why not start the season before 
Christmas? 

Starting the basketball season before 
Christmas would be ideal, because this 
would add one month to the start of 
the schedule, and then it could be 
terminated in March. We point out thaf 
the Detroit high schools have for many 
years made it a practice to begin 
their season in December. Another 
interesting idea they employ is that 
of playing two games a week. In this 
system, a longer aked could be begun 
after Christmas, and still finished no 
later than the first week in March. 
Should Assumption desire, they could 
play heir home games during the 
week and away games Friday. How¬ 
ever, his column favours the longer 
schedule beginning after Christmas. 
Any of these ideas can be used favour¬ 
ably, and we sincerely hope that the 
principals get together and try to 
arrange the longer number oi contests. 


RAIDERS FOUGHT WAY TO FINALS

Our fighting Senior Raiders fought 
theij way into the final round of the 
W.S.S.A. play-offs by defeating a 
stubborn Sandwich team to the tune 
of 11 (or was it 12) to nothing. The 
victory was our second shutout win in 
the two games with Sandwich this year 
and it marked the end of another un¬ 
successful campaign ior our West-End 
rivals.

Then on a 
fake end run to the left Garvin threw 
a long pass diagona ly across the 
field to Joe Dunn who caught it on 
the ten, side-stepped the only defender, 
and raced unmolested across the goal 
line. Berthiaume's kick was good, and 
Assumption led 6 to 0 as the half ended 

Early in the third quarter Smith 
lifted a tong kick to the Spartan 35. 
Vincent fumbled it, and Harcar, who 
had been down fast under the punt, 
scooped up the ball, eluded Bell and 
outran Wadge to give Assumption 
another five points. 


Berthiaume's attempted placement 
was blocked, and while the ball was 
rolling around the goal line some 
official prematurely blew his whistle 
stopping the play. Since the ball was 
free, any one could have picked it up 
and carried it over for the point. 
Much discussion followed the play and 
at this writing it has not yet been 
decided whether or not the point will 
be allowed. However, it doesn't make 
much difference. 

After this touchdown Sandwich came 
roaring back, and led by Mooney Gat- 
field they drove steadily down the 
held, piling up four first downs until 
they had Erst and goal to go on the 
one yard line.

Late in the fourth quarter Patterson 
had the ball on the Purple thirty. It was 
third down and Atcheaon booted the 
ball into the end zone. Kennedy 
attempted to down the ball, but the 
pigskin slipped from his hands and 
into the arms of Casanova of Patterson. 
This put the Panthers into the lead for 
the first time of the game.

The fast 
charging Purpls line blocked Atche* 
son's kick and Fracas picked up the 
ball and scored Assumption's second 
touchdown. The try for the extra point 
was blocked and the Raiders were in 
the lead 11-0. 

The Panthers got their first major 
early in the second quarter when a 
series of passes by Casanova put the 
ball on the Assumption three from 
where Autterson plunged over for the 
score. The try for the extra point was 
no good and the score was 11-5 for 
the fighting Raiders. 

Assumption kept pressing the play 
and got their final point of the half when 
Smith's kick went into the end zono 
and Dunn rouged the Patterson back. 

The Raiders began a scoring drive 
again in the third quarter and marched 
from their own thirty to the Patterson 
thirty, where Atcheson intercepted a 
Garvin pass.

COMPARE AND DESPAIR 
On January I7lh r St. Mike's High 
School had collected $1,154,94 for the 
Missions. This school has 22 classes 
totalling 950 students—we have 21 
classes and 850 students. 

On perusing their class standing 
we find that the last place (a filth year 
class by the way) has an average of 
38c per student (somewhat similar to 
our own fifth year only ours has a much 
lower average). The second last class 
has an average of 53c per capita. 

Now let's look through Assumption'* 
standings. Our lowest class presents a 
poor 10c per student average —28c 
difference. The second last class has 
an average of 22c — 31c difference. 1-D 
in "12th" place has an average ot 55c 
per student. (Their "second 7 ' last is 
53c). 

The first "13" clss&ea at St. Mike's 
have given over a dollar per student 
—our first "five" classes here have

ON THE OTHER HAND 
We must admit that taking the 
number of students in due consideration 
our total of $864.33 compares favorably 
with Si. Mike's total of $1,154.94. 

THE DRAWBACK 
On glancing over Si, Mike'® aland* 
ings we immediately note that every 
class is solidly entrenched behind the 
missions. Unfortunately we cannot say 
the same. The main reason that out 
total is not much higher is that many 
classes are lukewarm and a few others 
—very cold.

Goal-Hi 
On Little Walk

Have you seen this new game? Have 
you played it? If not you are missing a 
newly arrived sport at Assumption. 
Introduced by Mr. Stockwell, father of 
Tony Stockwell. it has given Assump¬ 
tion the use oi on ontiroly new and 
well-liked sport. It is a splendid lead-up 
game for basketball and is called 
Goal-Hi. Being an outdoor sport as well 
as an indoor sport, the playing court 
consists of tho "Little Walk/' 

Goal-Hi is played by two teams of 
five players each with one common 
baskot or goal. The ball ft passed from 
one playor to another and the purpose 
of each team is to score as many 
points as possible by tossing the ball 
into the common basket, and at the 
same time prevent the other team from 
securing the ball or scoring. 

The playing court is circular in 
area and has a maximum dimension 
of 3G feet in radius and a minimum of 
20 feel The court is marked with lines 
forming two circles whose areas aro 
called inner and outer courts. The 
outer circle is named the "out of 
bounds line" and the second circle 
which is concentric with the other and 
has a radius exactly one-half of it, is 
called the free throw line. A third inner 
circle with a four foot radius is drawn 
around tho goal and teTmed the 
"restraining circle." 

The basket is 18 inches in diameter 


and is supported by three braces that 
join and become part of the basket. 
The basket itself is 9 feet in height And 
does not have o backboard as is the 
case in basketball. The ball is spherical 
in shape and is made of rubbei con¬ 
struction covered with loathor or 
airtight rubber. The officials consist ol 
a re:er«e, a timekeeper and a scorer, 
and their duties are much the same as 
those of basketball. 

The game bogins with a jump ball 
in the inner circle court and tho ball 
is passed, batted, bounced, rolled, 
thrown or dribbled about until it finds 
its way into the basket. After a field 
goal or free throw the ball remains in 
play and play is interrupted only by 
the referee to call a foul. Fouls are tho 
same as those in basketball with the 
exemption of a few extrAS. 

A player is out of bounds when any 
part of his body touches the boundary 
line, area outside of this line, or when 
a player whose team is in possession of 
the ball touches the Goal-Hi standard 
or goal. The ball is out oi play when it 
falls on the out ol bounds line, or 
outside of the lino, or when it is touched 
by a player out of bounds. 

Tho scoring is marked much the 
same as basketball also. A field goal 
in the inner court is counted as 2 
points and a field goal within the outer 
court as 3 points. A successful free 
throw is counted as l point. 

Every student should get behind 
this sport and make it a success at 
Assumption as other sports have been. 
Tho cooperation of the students is 
needed in doing so, (or without their 
co-operation this sport cannot succeed.

Spurred on by the 11-0 defeat handed 
to St. Michaels of Toronto, tho Assump¬ 
tion Purple Raiders trounced a powerful 
and resourceful Sarnia team by a 6 
to 0 score In an exhibition tilt held at 
Sarnia Sept. 19 beforo a capacity crowd 
of approximately 2,000. The Raiders 
scored their second win in as many 
attempts and also completed their see* 
and consecutive scoreless game. 

Assumption using a new T formation 
stance demonstrated its superiority in 
actual play, though at limes it appeared 
rather doubtful. Sarnia bolstering a 
heavier squad was slopped in its wake 
by a high spirited Assumption lino and 
backfield. The Assumption backfield 
played a very inspiring game for the 
exception of a few fumbles which on 
tho general outcome was of no aid to 
the conquered Sarnia team. 

At the opening whistle Gino Fracas, 
a fast charging hall back, kicked off 
for the Raiders to the Sarnia fifteen 
yard line. The game progressed quickly 
with the ball interchanging between 
the teams throughout tho quarter, which 
ended with the Raiders in possession of 
the pigskin on their own twenty-five 
yard lino. As the second quarter open¬ 
ed. tho Raiders began a scoring drive, 
marching from their own forty-five down 
to the Sarnia twenty-five with Pat Gar¬ 
vin bringing tho crowd to their feet a* 
he circled around end for a gain of 
twenty yards. The Sarnia line stiffened 
at this point and tho Raidere ware 
forced to punt to the four yard Unp, 
Sarnia fumbled with Klobba of Assump¬ 
tion recovering the ball on the seven 
yard line. A pass from Garvin tc 
McGuire was complete for five yards 
and Gino Fracas raced around end to 
score tho firs! and only touchdown of 
the contest. The convert was blocked 
and the Raiders took the lead 5 to 0 
as the half ended 

As tho second half goi undorwey 
Sarnia kicked off to the Assumption 
thirty-five yard line from where Fat 
Garvin crashed the centre of the fim, ’ 
and fought his way up to mid-field. An 
attempted Raider pass was intercepted 
by Bruce Johnson of Samta on Ihcir * 
thirty-seven yard ilrie but a strong do 
tensive Raider line forced them to punt 
to the Raider thirty-seven. Assumption 
again began a scoring drive with Bill 
Pataky and Pat Kelly galloping thirty 
yards !o the Sarnia thirty thfeo. A com-. 
pleted pass netted auother ten yards 
but the Sarnia line retaliated and the 
Riridois kicked into the end zone for a 
rouge and ending tho scoring for the 
contest. The score now read 6 to 0 for 
Assumption. 

Assumption was never threatened by 
the Sarnia squad who was able only to 
come within twenty-five yards of the 
Assumption goal. To single out any one 
player or players os the star or stars 
of the game would not be just foi it was 
teamwork which won the game for the 
Raiders.

In the past few months practically 
everyone has discussed the actions of 
James Petrillo. hood of the A.F.M..— 
who placed a ban on all records. As 
of January 1st all musicians in the 
union are forbidden to make records. 
Mr. Petrlllo, the musicians' John L. 
Lewis, offers the following "excuses" 
for his action:—Primarily, the union is 
not pleased with tho TaJt-Hartley clause, 
which forbids record companies to pay 
an annual fee to the musicians' welfare 
fund; secondly, Mr. Petrillo feels that, 
by this ban. the musicians will be called 
upon for more personal appearances; 
and lastly, the union does not like the 
manner in which the disc-jockeys take 
without giving. By this they mean that, 
in playing a record, tho station and disc- 
jockey make a tremendous amount in 
comparison with the musicians, who 
gain only a small royalty. 

We would like to discuss problems 
presented by the A.F.M. from the point 
oi view of the public. In regards to 
the first difficulty, wo can only say 
that this is a sad situation, and can 
only be remedied by negotiations be¬ 
tween tho union, record companies, and 
the government. Tho record companies 
agree to continue their contributions to 
the A.F.M. welfare fund, and are stop¬ 
ped only by the TaJt-Hartley act.

While on the subject of helping the 
musicians, wo might bring in the third 
problem: that ol the disc-jockey, wham 
Mr. Petrillo claims harms the musicians. 
On the contrary, they are a tremendous 
benefit. Never before has there been 
such an interest in popular music, in 
jazz, and in bands. The publicity that 
music is receiving just by being heard 
on disc-shows as often as it is. has 
brought thousands of dollars into the 
members of the A.F.M. union's pockets. 
Hearing the music in such large doses 
has been an incentive for tho public 
to buy moro records. People will be 
left with nothing undeT the present 
conditions. 

We owe it to musicians,—and every¬ 
body.—to act and to thing progressively 
and constructively, to look ahead, to 
act liberally and fairly, so that our 
music and musicians may advance with 
our country and the world.

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RAIDERS EDGED BY PANTHERS 


ELIMINATED IN 
W. S. S. A. FI NALS 

An under-rated Panther squad climaxed a two game total point series by 
winning the series 65-63 and thus eliminating our Purple Raiders in the city finals 
for the second consecutive year. Although defeated, the Raiders outclassed 
Patterson In the first contest, winning 39-30. but were unable to do so in the 
second contest, due to the inaccuracy of countless shots which trickled off the 
rim and our Inability of getting the Tebounds. 

FIRST GAME 

In the first gamo of the WSSA Basketball (two-game, total-point) Final 
between Patterson and Assumption, credit is due Bill Pataky (16 pts.). Chris Ellis 
(9 pts.). and "Chico" Brisson (6 pts.) for the 39-30 victory over the Panthers. By 
their showing in the first half, the Raiders appeared to be in store for an almost 
definite defeat; and. did not rally into a positive ascension until the last quarter. 

Each of the previously mentioned boys played a most specific and most vital 
role in the fine action as given by tho whole squad Pataky's sixteen points not 
only marked him "high scorer", but also gives some small hint as to the superb 
performance given on his part, in a game that had all the appearances of turning 
out to be "one-sided". Wado. Patterson's high-scoring centre, found his efforts 
crowned with a negligible reward, due to the unrelentlous guarding of Ellis. Six 
points by Brisson came at crucial stages of the fourth quarter, just at times when 
the tide was changing and gaining momentum in favour of the Raiders. 

Playing in the first quarter was limited to Panther action in defenso and 
rebounds. In the next quarter the Raiders effected their zone defense, and wore 
successful in the early minutes; but It faded later. Tho third quarter saw the 
closest playing, while Assumption out-scored Patterson, 12 - 7 . Pataky tied the 
score at 18-18. and pushed the Raiders ahead for the first time.

"But until we realize that we already 
have a world slate made up of people, 
and beaded by God. I don’t think we 
will be able to do much toward improv¬ 
ing the worl-i and avoiding ouch great 
hardships as are brought about by 
war." 

In conclusion, the philosopher assured 
us that in the area of International rela¬ 
tions there is a desire to unify the world, 
but this unity will be achlovod only 
when the virtues of justice and charity 
ere foremost in our actions.

As we. the officers of the B.C.C.. see 
it there are four points which roust 
be either confirmed or denied. This let¬ 
ter has served the two-fold purpose 
of giving the officers a direct insight 
into the mentioned situation, and of 
prompting us to act accordingly. 

The first point deals with the name 
of the organisation; but, because of the 
nature of the second (the purpose of 
the organization). It might be best to 
diecuss both relatively. The 'purpose,' 
which overshadows the name in prim 
ary importance, is to foster good Cana¬ 
dian titixenship in Canadian students, 
and, as a special feature, to foster good 
American citizenship in Americans (with 
the aid of American literature). 

The organization will be strength¬ 
ened not in number alone; but, also, 
in spirit and active support. Only the 
unity, spirit and active support of its 
members will make it a success. 

The American students oi A.C.H. fall 
Into a very individual status. Wo 
expect, and will propose, that the Con¬ 
stitution will allow these Americans 
to learn about their government and 
to support the B.C.C. principles as 
bona fide members. 

HoweveT. the actual proposal, dis¬ 
cussion and acceptance of the Con¬ 
stitution Is expected to occur in the 
immediate future.

A report was also made 
by the secretary on the business car¬ 
ried on by the officers in the way ol 
obtaining support and contacting other 
schools through the NOW Column and 
the Star otter Box. it was announced 
that the Hon. Paul Martin had ac¬ 
cepted honorary membership as had 
Rev. Fr. Brown and Mi. Lambert. 

Since this meeting, the organiation 
has contacted other schools and Is 
moving ahead steadily.

A TRIBUTE TO 
PROFESSOR PAULUS

"Ah, but a man's reach should should 
oxceed his grasp, or what’s a heaven 
lor?" Robert Browning. 

With these two lines, the code ol 
Professor Paulus' life might well be 
expressed. But let us start at the 
beginning. 

Mr. Paulus was born in Detroit nnd 
educated at the University of America 
and Oxford. His first teaching assign¬ 
ments were in Michigan Public High 
Schools, Catholic University ol Wash¬ 
ington and at Loyola University in Los 
Angelos, California. 

Later in his life Mr. Paulus was well 
known as an art critic. Ho was the 
first man to see the Communist propa¬ 
ganda foister on the public In the big 
murals at the Detroit Institute of Arts 
by the laraous atheist artist. Mexican 
Diego Riviera. It was the beginning 
ol several hot controversies. 

A little known lacl about tho J*ro- 
fessor Is that he was associated with 
the late Josephine Brownson and was 
the first teacher with her in founding 
the Instruction League of Teachers lor 
Catholic children who are attending 
non-Catholic schools. Over 50.000 chil¬ 
dren in Detroit are instructed now. 

At another time in his life Mr. Paulu* 
took chrge of Boysville. Mich., a tir.y 
Boy’s Republic, fashioned on Boystow.n. 
Neb., while the chaplain was ill. 

Mr. Paulus did not confine his adven¬ 
tures to this continent alone, He made 
a world tour, taught art in China and 
India, and wns evacuated from Madrid 
during the Spanish Revolutions under 
circumstances which would thrill evon 
the hardened mind of tho modern mys¬ 
tery writer. 

One of his greatest adventures came 
when the Professor visited Russia In 
1936. where he observed tho Commur. 
1 st movement at 11s height. 

In 1942, Mr. Paulus came to Assump¬ 
tion. Ho immediately began to organ¬ 
ise his students into a working group. 
He produced "Everyman" and "Mac¬ 
beth" two of as line productions ever 
given at Assumption in drama. 


Father Stan Murphy says that Mi. 
Paulus. for three years, was a splendid 
help in producing the "Christian Cul¬ 
ture Series" 

An official In the Windsoi Art Asso¬ 
ciation said, oil the record. "Mr. Paulus 
more than anyone else, made it whaf 
it is to-day." Such is but a brief resume 
of a small part of Mr. Paulus' activities. 

He was a man of utter sincerity, in¬ 
defatigable energy, who believed in his 
fellow man and in the possibilities of 
good in every student he over taught. 
The Professor had tho ability to recog¬ 
nise in a boy talents which the boy 
himself did not know he had. He also 
had the ability to draw out these hidden 
talents and develop them until the boy 
could gain confidence in himself and 
handle them under his own power. 

He was one of those rare men who 
understood the problems of youth and 
who would try to aid us with them. 
From this great man one did not only 
learn English. We received advice on 
social matters, psychology and Relig¬ 
ion. It is hard to express In mere 
words the wisdom, humor, and simple 
sincerity which went to make the mag¬ 
nificent mind ol this individual. 

Shakespeare was his favourite. He 
commanded a knowledge of each of 
the Bard’s works. He could give you 
tho story, setting and oven the dramatic 
importance ol the characters from 
"Hamlet" to the "Merry Wives of Wind¬ 
sor" at the drop o! a hat. If all this 
was not enough he could proceed to 
psychoanalyze each character. 

His years were ones of devotion to 
Assumption College and to every cause 
in which he believed. He was in many 
lespects what the late Archbishop of 
Ireland once called St. Paul, "a conse¬ 
crated blixxard." We at Assumption 
will miss him; we wish him God-speed 
and many blessings. The boys, who 
were lucky enough to be present here 
during the lime of Professor Paulus. 
should consider themselves extremely 
fortunate that they were able to corao 
in contact with, and study under this 
intellectual giant.

DOROTHY THOMPSON SPEAKS AT C.(.C. 


By JAMES H ARBIS 

On Thursday, November 11 th, Dor¬ 
othy Thompson, America's most widely- 
read column esi I, spake to a crowd of 
fifteen hundred people at Kennedy Col¬ 
legiate. The famous author, reporter, 
and radio commentator addressed the 
assembly with the topic, 'These Crucial 
Days", and bluntly stated that the 
whole future of western civilisation now 
hangs in the balance. Without a uni 
fled Europe, its restoration is impossible, 
with Ihe great Iron Curtain down the 
middle of Europe today barring this 
conception. Miss Thompson's proposed 
solution to this problem is an alliance 
between the United States and Russia 
for military defence and a series of 
pacts between these two powers and 
the other European nations. 


She opened the lecture with a brief 
comment on the recent ILS. elections, 
stating that the public had little indica¬ 
tion that either candidate was fit far 
the job that lies ahead, thus accounting 
lor the very light vote. This distin 
guiihed person, defender of the Chris¬ 
tian iooU in the West, whose column,

On Monday, February 14, Assumption was honored to have as ils guest a 
man who has devoted his life lo God s service in the Mexican Missions, a man 
who tees the urgent need oi Ihe money which we here al Assumption contribute 
to the Mission Society, Rev. Father Vincent Fullerton, C.S.B, a Basilian priest who 
for the past flavored years has aided *-- 


the poor Mexicans la the state ol Texas, 
Father Fullerton, who presently is 


travelling about ihe continent Lhanking 
the various sources of Income for their 
unest:mated aid and who is now rock 
ing hie home In Toronto, described the 
deplorable condition of life for the 
Mexican in this state and told haw the 
Basllians have aided these poor souls 
since they first undertook this venture 
thirteen years ago. The tocis on for the 
exclusive work among the Mexicans in 
Texas began bock at ihe time of the 
First World War, when many thoum 
Ondls of Mexicans, with Iheir fa mil tea., 
relatives, and friends, Immigrated to the 
' lone Star State" with ihe prospect of 
earning a belter living. When living con¬ 
ditions grew worse in the early iwen* 


ties, the majority of these people be* 
same poor* scattered peasants. In 1936, 
the Bishop of Texas gave the Bosnians 
aa area of land two hundred miles long 
by thirty wide with ins (ructions la look 
alter the Mexicans In that territory. The 
task which confronted the priests In this 
field was nearly unimaginable. The 
priests had to learn Spanish, go out and 
fifld ihe Catholics, and minister to their 
spiritual wan It. Their means of support 
were the mission societies in the various 
schools. The majority oj the money col¬ 
lected here goes to the support of the 
Mexican Missions. In thirteen years, 
tfoase pries is have built six mission 
perishes and have successfully located 
and aided most of the people In that 
aiea. Father Fullerton parted with a 
solute al gratitude and a wish that aui 
gT&at work In ihe missions mfghi con* 
timie to grow,

Three rousing cheers, the newest addition lo our campus hag been completed 
and the sight of the new gym is a marvellous one to behold. The structure possesses 
nil the requisites of a modem indoor athletic center; a newly tiled swimming pool, 
spacious recreation rooms, well equipped offices, a replenished snack-bar and 


many other a I tracti ve features which 
will be fully appreciated and noticed in 
due lime. 

Undoubtedly there is one thing that 
we have noticed and yet have never 
paused to investigate too thoroughly, 
and that in the name inscribed over 
the door of 1his architectural marvel, 
"St, Denis Hall/* In reality the name 
was first given to the gymnasium, when 
il was constructed In the year of 1915, 
and it f like the names of other buildings 
around the old Alma Mater, was placed 
on some uaperceivable corneratone and 
thereby hidden bom view. Now that the 
gym has been enlarged to iLs present 
size, and the name is plainly situated 
over the marquis, it will be employed 
a great deal and bear prominence in 
our minds, Tlieidoro we should b© mb- 
sequenlly informed about the back¬ 
ground and case history of this saintly 
title. 

The name was chosen back during 
the days of the First Great War in 
honour of the patron saint of Father 
Denis O 'Connor, who was I he first 
Superior of Assumption College. Bishop 
of the Diocese of London and later the 
Archbishop of Toronto. Arriving at 
Assumption in the month of August 
1970, ct young Basfllan priest In his 
early twenties. Fr. O'Connor reopened 
the school as it stood at the time em¬ 
bodying one solitary building. Through 
the tireless effort and undaunted 
courage of this great person a age. As* 


sumption, which was till his arrival a 
landmark in Sandwich, became once 
more a living institution, after the un¬ 
successful attempts of laymen on three 
different occasions. 

With the aid of three enthusiastic 
scholastics and the munificent sum of 
three hundred dollars, the good Father 
rebuilt and set up the new standards of 
the historic college, and he guided the 
destiny of his staff, his students and 
of hia college through the tribulations 
and disorders of twenty long hying 
years. Truly il was then and there Ihal 
the strength and everlasting foundation 
of this great institution, which we have 
Jove and glory in today, wo* laid. Only 
e man with such a vigorous personality, 
thoroughness of grasp, practical de¬ 
cisiveness and all-absorbing sincerity 
could hove accomplished so difficult a 
task. 

It was upon the spirit and strength 
of his predecessor that Fr. O'Loane en¬ 
larged the gym and had the Science 
Building erected, and it is to our present 
day Superior thal we owe our deepest 
gratitude. 

Therefore we can see how the re* 
viva! of the name St Denis can signify 
but one thing, and that is that the ideas, 
optimism, and faith in humanity of our 
first Superior have been reflected 
through the long vis la of years upon 
the Basil son community here a! Assump¬ 
tion, Furthermore these all-important 
characteristics will remain wtlh us until 
time and nature have made the name 
St. Denis olegible, and until such a 
time il will stand os a tribute to an 
outstanding clergyman, the Right Bov 
erend Denis O'Connor, C.S.B,, L.L.D.

To day Is the day; to-night is the night 
that will tall whether Assumption will 
cop their first senior basketball title 
since 1945. "IF’* the Raidars should 
lose, their hopes for a playoff berth 
will be shattered. 

But then, how will they capture tho 
W.S.S.A. tills by merely winning this 
bague game? By scoring a victory, 
our Raiders will have merited a playoff 
berth. What proof do we have of 
their ability to win. especially since 
they have alroady lost throe games, 
one of them to Tech, one of the lowest 
standing teams in the league? The 
proof was shown last Friday when tho 
Raiders trimmed the Tartans from Wal- 
kerville in overtime. In that period our 
Raiders demonstrated their old cham¬ 
pion form and skillful play that has 
never yet been seen this year.

The game to-night will not be a push¬ 
over. for the Raiders are meeting the 
Panthers, one of the league leading 
teems.

The hist signs of school spirit wore 
finally shown last February 9 when a 
student organized pep rally took place 
in the senior study hall. Short talks on 
school spirit were given by Carl Renda, 
Day-Scholar representative; Pat Garvin. 
Boarder's representative. and Bill 
Pataky. the teams’ delegate. Renda 
stated, quote. . . There is no spirit 
in this . . . school. The students always 
think ol winning every game, but every 
team must lose sometime . . Ho 
added how to creat spirit throughout 
the school by "plastering this school 
with posters, talk the gamo up. and to 
not only depend on the cheer leaders, 
but to work up cheers among the stu 
dents themselves at the games." 

Garvin advised the boarders to check 
their language, for the referees are 
influenced by their Insults and are apt 
to become prejudiced toward Assump¬ 
tion in the contests.

Mr. Simon s Purple pucksters, though out of the playoffs, have proven, in a 
very particular way, to be a real credit to Assumption's great name in sports 
Playing the last three games with a reserve which had dwindled to four, the 
Raiders were Indomitable in spirit. They knew the odds were increasing against 
tnem; but. never once did their deter-- 


minertion lag or lessen. Rather, thoy 
thrived on each new set-back and their 
vigour increased immensely. 

Without Joe Schisler in the line-up. 
the gallant little crew of Acton. Schiller. 
Belanger. Brown. Burt. Laporte, Mas- 
carin. Drouillard, and Carriveau sallied 
relentlessly against the foe in tho three 
last games. And, I do not forget goalie 
Luc.er who accomplished miraculous 
saves in those final ordeals. 

The Raiders lo.ri 4-2. both to Tech 
and Kennedy, and won 3*2 against 
Sandwich. Scores were made by 
Schisler eassist. Carriveau). and Brown 
(assist. Schisler. Belanger) against 
Tech; by Belanger and Schisler against 
Kennedy; and. by Schiller (Brown), Burt 
and Schisler (Acton) against Sandwich. 

Dropping their firBt encounter with 
Patterson 2-1. the Raiders only battered 
the play in the second period. Carriveau 
opened the scoring in the first period 
and things looked promising through 
the second period, as tho Panthers 
lagged miserably in action. However, 
they regained life to score two fast 
goals. 

Once raoro (as In the former match 
with Walkarville) fire and brimstone 
were in order. Tho opening period was 


scoreless. Even though Assumption was 
handicapped as aforementioned and 
Walkerville boasted a speedier squad, 
Ihe Raiders roared down the ice re¬ 
peatedly and. at the eight-minute mark, 
played a superb game of defense dur¬ 
ing the "forced absence" of a comrade. 
After three minutes of the second 
period. Walkerville scored; only to be 
followed by a goal by Schiller. 5 sec¬ 
onds later. The remainder of the period 
saw ths Tartans stage a desperate and 
dangerous attack which was nullified 
only by the efforts of a great goalie. 

Drouillard scored on the minuto 
mark of the last period; and lucier 
once more threw off many serious 
threats. But, the rampaging Tartans 
were not to be denied and scored the 
two game-winning goals in the last 
three minutos. 

Battling for a playoff berth. Patter¬ 
son tallied the first three goals of their 
match. Schiller peppered in a marker 
from the blue-line. With five minutes 
left. Brown scored (Drouillard assist). 
With minutes even seconds lelt to 
play, hope for at least a tie was flush 
on every Raider s face. But. deleat came 
and our lads retired, disappointed but 
not discouraged- even then. 


In their finest gamo of the season, 
our Raiders savod their playoff hopes 
last Friday, when they triumphed 36-29 
over their rivals for the only remaining 
semi -final berth. Walkerville. Although 
the Raiders appeared on even terms far 
the entire game, they displayed their 
best form of the season and hit their 
old championship stride in the overtime 
period, in which they outscored the 
Tartans 7-0. 

Setting a terrific pace, both teams 
battled loe to too. tioing the score three 
times in the first hall. The Haiders' son© 
defence was at its best, holding the 
Tartans at bay on countless occasions; 
but nevertheless tho Tartans paced by 
Robinson took a 15-14 lead at half-time.

Therein the writer (unknown) staled his views concerning music; it went os 
follows; 

"Cole Porter has written some very beautiful music. The other day I heard 
a new recording of one of his most famous tunes, but it didn't sound like h!m to 
mo; in fact it sounded like nothing that could be defined. The band was. 1 
believe, of the "impressionistic'' jazz school. 

Don't got me wrong. I like swing as well as the next guy. but I'm Just 
corny enough to want io hear the melody. 

The average dancer likes the music to be subdued, unobtrusive and romantic. 
You may laugh at Guy Lombardo but his music is inevitably sweet and dance- 
able; and roost important, you can always recognize the melody, which is the 
main thing in my estimation." 

What the writer has overlooked is that it takos all kinds of people to make 
tho world. Some like their music lust as the composer wrote it and always n 
a danceable tempo; on the other hand a jazz enthusiast seeks rythm and excite¬ 
ment. 

I'll concede that Jazz musicians usually don't play melody, but still they 
nevor really lose 11 at any time. They're always indicating it. hinting at it. touch¬ 
ing and then leaving It . . . but they nevor lose it because It's the melody that 
gives them the inspiration to create. The iazzman composes as he goes, as a 
result, the individual performance Is fresher, brighter and more inspired. To 
quote Fats Waller (or was it Louis) "Man. if you have to ask about iazz you 
ain't novor gonna understand."

McNAUGHTON, 

GAY HERE

Within the past two weeks. 
Assumption has been host to two 
notable, outstanding personages, 
namely M. Frandsque Gay. the French 
Ambassaror to Canada, and General 
A. G. L. McNaughton. Canada's top 
representative to the United Nations 
and permanent member ol the Security 
Council and of the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission. 

On Wednesday. March 30. M. Gay, 
accompanied by his wife. Mine. Gay. 
started their tour of Windsor, which 
included stops at Hotel Dieu Hospital. 
St. Mary's Academy, and finally. 
Assumption College. At Assumption, 
the ambassador’s party was met by 
Very Rev. J. H O’Loane. C.B.S.. pre¬ 
sident of the College. Most Rev. C. L 
Nelligan. and Rev. John Murphy. C.B.S. 
The ambassador and his wile were then 
escorted on a tour of the chapel, the 
new gymnasium. St. Denis Hall, and 
the new Science Building. 

On Thursday. March 31. General Mc¬ 
Naughton, host of the Windsor branch 
of tho United Nations Association, spoke 
to an assembly oi Assumption College 
and High School students in the gym¬ 
nasium. The text of his brief talk con¬ 
cerned the new Atlantic Pact which has 
just been signed by all the member 
nations of the Western Block as a de¬ 
fense against the dangers of Com¬ 
munistic Russia General McNaughton 
explained that the Atlantic Pact was 
definitely not adopted as an aggressive 
measure against Russia and her sate- 
Iites but was strictly a defence against 
possible attack. 

He further explained that any Russian 
claims 'that the Pact violated the 
United Nations agreement were merely 
talk, and that every term in tho agree 
ment fully complied with the United 
Nations treaty, with all the terms based 
directly on Christian and Democratic 
principles. General McNaughton was 
introduced by Col. Bruce MacDonald 
of the Windsor United Nations Assoda 
tion branch. Along with his address to 
the students of Assumption, the General 
also gave an afternoon talk to the 
students of Patterson Collegiate. 

Assumption is very gratified and 
honored to roceive such outstanding 
visitors and to see that our worthy 
institution is not only well known by 
members of this district but also by 
many distinguished dignitaries through¬ 
out the province and Dominion a* well.

Third year began, and we found our¬ 
selves elected as Editor by the staff. No experience, and being 
nearly the shortest member of the staff at that time, we soon found 
that it wasn't any bed of roses.

Well, anyway, last January we revamped 
the layout and the style of the paper and since then have been 
complimented on the fad. The new gym opened and there was 
an extra special issue for that time. And so we sit here now, re¬ 
miniscing and listening to the radio. 

The school has changed terrifically since we came here five 
years ago, and we can say sincerely that it was for the better 
right along the line. We can't say that we’re glad to leave 
Assumption, but we can't say that we're too sad either. It's hard 
to put an end on this thirty-fourth and last Editorial, but, well we'll 
be seeing you out in the bright blue yonder someday and that’s if 
you don't get too big for your britches!

Beloved Friend 
of All

Rev. Michael J. Pickett, C.S.B.. well- 
known and beloved by countless alumni 
and friends of Assumption, died at St 
Joseph's Hospital. Toronto. July 30. after 
a lengthy lines*. 

Since September, 1946. Fr. Pickett had 
been spiritual director at St. Basil's 
Seminary, Toronto. Prior to that time 
he spent 23 years at Assumpton. Most 
of the time he was a member of the 
council (College) and was a moderator 
for the Missions. For many years ho was 



moderator of the Senior Sodality. Old 
students will recall his stirring sermons 
in the College chapel and how he often 
made the rafters ring. 

Fr. Pickett was born at Berkeley, 
Ontario, on February 11, 1876. After 

primary studies in his birthplace he 
attended St. Michael's College. Toronto, 
for his high school and college courses. 
He made his first profession as a Basil¬ 
ian on September 3. 1905. 

Fr. Picket afterwards taught at St. 
Mary's Seminary. Laporte, Texas, and 
St. Thomas College. Chatham. Now 

Brunswick and during World War I he 
served as chaplain with tho Canadian 
Army, spending three years overseas. 
After his military service. Fr. Pickett 
was on the staff of St. Michael’s College 
lor several years before his transfer to 
Assumption in 1923. 

Students at Assumption soon found 
that the gruff exterior they encountered 
on their first meeting covered a heart 

ol gold that was Fr. Pickett Most of 

his days at Assumption he was plagued 
by iU health but his many activities in 
the Colloge gave no sign of It.

Las I year the enrollment was also at 
an all-time peak and evident of the 
increase, was due lo the fact that the 
formation of classrooms on the 1st floor 
of the classroom building took place.

"The Militant Atheist Group in Rus¬ 
sia published two periodicals whose 
purpose was to laugh at God and drive 
the Church from the country. It couldn't 
drive religion out. so it called this — 
"Ignorance" and sent lecturers out 
glorUying atheism. In the late thirty's 
tho Campaign of Atheism failed and 
God was smuggled Into the classrooms. 
A burnt child remembers and their were 
many burnt Russian children. They 
couldn't believe Marxism to be sub¬ 
servient to God. Christianity flourished 
and still does in the Russian Under¬ 
ground". 

"To the American. Russia seems to be 
tar away, Asiatic, uncultured, uncivilis¬ 
ed and consequently he says "Perse¬ 
cution in Russia doesn't concern me 
since it Is way over there." In 1917 
before the revolution had occurred the 
Blessed Virgin appearod at Fatima and 
foretold its coming. In 1925 religion 
ook a beating. Today there are about 
one million living under Caesar the 
Commissar.

From 
the cheapest dives and night clubs 
came people who were lo gain nation¬ 
wide lame. 

Bessie Smith, one of the greatest 
negro blues singers, was discovered 
singing in a travelling circus for one 
dollar and fifty cents a night. Im¬ 
mediately she was an overnight suc¬ 
cess. During the depression she earned 
close to two thousand dollars a week. 

All along the line stars were born. 
Bunk Johnson that great negro coronot 
player. Tho Immortal “Fats’’ Waller, 
king of the keyboard men of Jaxx. 
"Jelly Roll’ Morton, another immortal 
of the "88". Dave Tough, who played 
a mean set ol drums. Dave was the first 
man to put drums on wax. 

Lastly tho king oi all Jaw, Louis 
Armstrong, who broke all existing 
audience reaction records in Detroit and 
abroad. Louie, who gained an audience 
with the Pope. Louio who was chosen 
King oi tho Mardi-Gras last year. When 
you scry or think of Jaxx, you have to 
think of Louio Armstrong, the grand- 
pappy of them all. A man who can 
truly be called the King ol Jan.

The Angel Gabriel was sent by 
God to salute Mary as "Hall Mary full 
ol grace" (Luke 1. xxvili). 

In the 4th contury. St Augustine said. 
"When it Is a matter ol sin. we must 
accopt tho holy Virgin Mary, concern¬ 
ing whom I will have no question rais¬ 
ed, owing to tho honor due to Our 
Lord”. St. Ephrem. also in the 4th cen¬ 
tury. taught (he doctrine of the Im¬ 
maculate Conception of Mary likening 
her to Eve before the fall. 

Pope Pius IX defined the doctrine 
of the Immaculate Conception in 1854. 
not as a new added truth, but merely 
to state that ibis doctrine was part of 
the Christian teaching irom tho very be¬ 
ginning. and that it is to bo believed 
by all. as pari of Christian revelation. 

On the Feast of the Annunciation in 
1854, the Blessed Virgin appeared to 
Bernadette Soubirou* stating “ Que eol 
1'Immacu! a do Councepcioa". (I am the 
Immaculate Conception).

Thursday. Feb. 9th at a meeting 
called "to discuss the playoffs", hockey 
coaches of the WJ5.S.A. eliminated the 
Raider hockey team from further 
W.S.S.A. competition this season. 

HOW IT ALL BEGAN 

At a hockey meeting Jan. 17th the 
age and origin of Anthony Bozich were 
questioned by Kennedy. Another school 
representative stated Assumption had 
always been allowed to use such boys. 
This statement wasn't even challenged. 

Jan. 19th another meeting was called. 
Bupoosedly "to remedy rough play". 
Assumption wasn't invited. The Bozich 
case was discussed. 

A week later a meeting was held 
"to discuss the eligibility of an As¬ 
sumption hockey player"; we still 
didn't know who. There, we were 
accused of violating a W.O.S.S.A. resi¬ 
dence rule, which was true. That rule, 
however, never was observed by 
Assumption, thinking that Windsor 
schools were bound by Windsor NOT 
WOSSA rules. This view was justified 
in the protest concerning Jack Hore. 

DECISION REVERSED 

The hockey coaches declared Bozich 
ineligible by a 3-2 vote. An official 
statement from the WSSA. qiven to 
the Windsor Star, said Assumption 
would NOT be penalized for using this 
player. 

The Raiders were scheduled to play 
Walkerville in the playoffs on Feb. 8th. 
At noon of that day an unidentified 
caller left a message announcing the 
game was called off. Feb. 9th Assump¬ 
tion was informed by Mr. Green of 
Kennedy Collegiate that all our games 
were forfeited for using an ineligible 
player. 

HOW ABOUT THIS 

If the coaches were questioning the 
eligibility of an Assumption player, 
why wasn't Assumption warned of this? 

Why wasn't Assumption invited to 
the Jan. 19th meeting? 

Is it sportsmanship to attack a 
school not present? No mention was 
made about Bozich in the official letter 
from the Superintendent of Schools 
concerning the findings of the meeting. 
Why not? 

Jack Hore was ruled eligible in an 
identical case by a NEUTRAL Protest 
Board, and also by WSSA Eligibility 
Committee. 

Why don't the same WSSA rules 
apply to all sports? Do the rules depend 
upon the feelings ol the coaches? 

Why did the WSSA announce first 
that NO penalty was to be suffered by 
Assumption, and then two weeks later 
allow the Athletic Director of one of 
the schools to announce the forfeitance 
of our wins? Just exactly what author- 
izative body of the WSSA forfeited 
those qames? 

Why was there not an official pro¬ 
test with proof of Assumption's mistake? 

SENIORS BACK IN FORM 

After losing to the Tartans because 
they couldn't get the rebounds, the 
Raiders nipped the Panthers by one 
point.

So today, 
there's more than a smiling boyish face 
missing from Assumption, more than a 
vacant chair in the classroom, theie's 
that never-solved question, "Why?*' 

Some day we shall fully know why. 
Today we can only guess. Each one 
of us has some certain vocation on 


earth, some specified task to do for 
God. It was certainly part of Almighty 
God's plan that Ed LaCombe would die 
several days ago. Perhaps Ed's very 
death was his vocation. Perhaps 
through his death some souls may be 
saved, others brought closer to God. 

Ed’s classmates paid their respects 
to him when all of 1 IB and its teachers 
went down to the funeral parlor to say 
a Rosary lor his soul. The following 
Wednesday morning they attended his 
funeral. 

Money collected on other classes 
amounted to $77.00 plus what Father 
Harrison's Religion Class of 1 IB gave 
totaled up to S88.00. therefore making 
it possible for eight High Masses and 
forty-eight Low Masses to be said.

Mr. William Torgia. publisher of the 
Canadian High News, paid Assumption 
a surprise visit a week ago. 

After a tour of the school, and a chat 
with many members of the teaching 
staff, he visited the Reporter Room, 
and spent quite some time with the 
staff members of the school paper. 

Mr. Torgis made several complimen¬ 
tary remarks about Assumption’s Press 
Rooms. He stated that they were the 
most modern and best-equipped he has 
over seen in any High School that he 
has visited. He also paid the Reporter 
many compliments. 

Pressed by Interviewers for informa¬ 
tion about his paper. Mr. Torgis stated 
that the Canadian High News originat¬ 
ed in 1940. He took it over in 1941. 

A short time later the paper went 
bankrupt With a great deal of work 
and knowhow. Mr. Torgis finally built 
up the paper to what ii is now. 

The C.H.N. has a circulation of over 
20.000, comprising 17S schools from 
Sault Ste. Marie to Quebec City. 


It is the most outstanding feature of 
its kind in the world. Over and above 
its Ontario and Quebec coverage, the 
paper is sent to schools in nearly every 
corner of the earth. Letters arrive daily 
at the Toronto office from Australia. 
South America. France. England, and 
many other countries around the globe. 

Mr. Torgis stated that in the future 
C H.N. intends to increase its sports 
coverage, and will cover the competi¬ 
tion. as well as the theory of the game. 

It is the enforced policy of the paper 
to print anything of news which deals 
with coming events. If the news is 
mailed in by Thursday of each week, it 
will make tho next issue. 

Assumption students were quick to 
ogTee that C.H.N. is the biggest nickle's 
worth in Canada. 

The paper has some educational 
value, as is evidenced by its use in 
English classes, especially Father 
Burns', where the paper is read and dis 
cussed each week in the classroom.

SIX FEET UNDER

With the play "Journey’s End" cominq 
to Assumption, the individuals attendinq 
the play should know something of the 
back-ground and atmosphere surround¬ 
ing it. Namely Trench Warfare. 

In the play itself the situation is as 
follows; the stage is a dugout housing 
the beds of three or four officers. Off 
to your left is another dug-out where 
the other officers' beds are. To the 
right is still another dug-out which is 
occupied by the cook and his kitchen. 
At the rear of the stage is a flight of 
stairs leading to the trench. This is 
the supporting line, up ahead is the 
front line and SO yards from the front 
line, across No-Man’s Land", is the 
front line of the German Army. No- 
Man's land is bordered by rows of 
barbed wire which are blasted away 
during an attack or rail by shells from 
the tTench-mortars called "toch-emmas". 

The word "Wipers'’ in the play is 
the British pronunciation for Ypres 
where the Germans have several "Big 
Berthas" which were capable of 
hurling a shell 50 miles, often as far 
as Poris. The action was very slow and 
morale was very low. The massing of 
troops and supplies mentioned in the 
play was in preparation for the final 
German Drive in March. 1918.

This particular phase of the War 
takes place in France between the 
English and Germans and in tho plcry 
itself the situation is something like 
this: 

The staqe is an underground duqout 
housing the beds of three or four 
officers. Off to the right is another 
dugout. which is the cook's kitchen. At 
the rear of the staqe is a flight of stairs 
leading to the trench, which acts as 
the supporting line. Up ahead is the 
front line and 50 yards beyond in the 
Ironl line of the Gorman arrav. Between 
the two lines is "No-Man's Land". It 
is bordered by rows of barbed wiro 
which is usually blasted away durinq 
an attack or raid by shells from the 
trenchrmortars called "toch emroai". 
The action was very slow and moroie 
wa# very low. Tho massing of the 
troops and supplies mentioned in the 
play was in preparation for the final 
German drive in March. 1918. 

The play opens in a duqout in tho 
British trenches before St. Quetin 
March. 1918. It is a story ol life in 
the trenches In the First World War. 
Although the play is on the serious side 
there is the occasional humour brought 
out to brighten the morale of the 
soldiers. 

The officers In this play were se¬ 
lected from the High School and re¬ 
hearsed their parts during tho Easter 
holidays. These boys gave up then 
time to come to school to practice. 

Sound effects for the play, such as 
machine guns, bombs, explosion?, etc., 
will be obtained in order :o make the 
play as realistic as possible. Throuqh 
the special courtesy of the Sandwich 
Collegiate Institute, all the cast will 
don army uniforms and equipment. 

The play is scheduled to last about 
two hours and admission is SO cents.

On May 1. the usual day of com 
mumst demonstrations, the faithful of 
Windsor gathered together to give a 
Catholic demonstration of faith.

As expected, approximately 
15.000 people showed up at City Hall 
) Square, where they wero arranged 
under banners and marched the full 
distance to Jackson Park. Here the 
paraders were met by more Catholics 
who also attended the short services. 

The parade was led by altar boys, 
followed by pnests from the various 
churches in. and surrounding. Windsor, 
alter two hymns by a Detroit choir and 
the blessing of the marchers by Bishop 
j Cody. Following the clergy was a 
' Knights of Columbus guard. This was. 
in turn, followed by a float representing 
all the nations to which Mary gave 
the Rosary. Then came banner car¬ 
riers with banners reading "May Day is 
Mary's Day." "To Jesus Through Mary" 
and Others. A group of Army and Navy 
cadets was noxt. Following this were 
girl scouts and then all the flags of 
the Scout troops in the city's Parishes 
carried by Scouts and Cubs. 

Next came the first group of floats 
which represented the Five Joyful Mys¬ 
teries of the Rosary, followed by a 
guard of honour consisting of members 
of sodalities and students of Assump- 
Uon College. 

Durinq the whole parade the Rosary 
was said, led by a priest over loud¬ 
speakers.
